INCOME. NEXT YEAR 

For the country as a whole, net 
cash income available for farm 
family living and for savings may 
be lower In 1938 than in 1937, the 
bureaus of agricultural economics 
and home economics said in thefr 
annual outlook report, 


Decline in the demand for farm 
products was foreseen as. the cause 
for lower income from farm mar- 
ketiigs next year, while prodtuc- 
tion, expenses were expected to: in- 
crease. Income from government 
payments are expected to be some- 
What greater than in 1937. The 
net result, however, will tend to 
give farm people slightly lower 
money incomes. 


No change is anticipated in the 
inconie from non-farm sources. Re- 
tail prices of automobiles, furni- 
ture, furnishings, shoes, and fuel 
may increase somewhat in 1938, 
Foods and perhaps cotton, and ray- 
on clothing are expected to be 


cheaper, offsetting to some extent, { 


increasés in other prices, 


The report recommended “a 
well-balanced 1938 program. of pro- 
duction of food and fuel for the 
family's use, thus conserving cash 
for goods and services which the 
farm cannot readily turnish,”
